When he finishes up his present 


job of stringing two barbed hog wires 
on top of tbo fence there will be few of 
the most daring youngsters who will 
attempt to scale it. It will be more 
impregnable than Weyler's trocha. Mr. 
Timraonds made « tour of the fence 
this morning and was surprised to find 
one hundred and eighteen big peep 
holes. 
Around many of these holes 


last summer a half dozen spectators 
viewed the ball games without paying 
a copper. 
It was a heavy drain on the 


gate receipts, aud Mr. Timmonds pro- 
poses that not a single person shall see 
this summer's sport who-does not come 
in at the gate in regular order. 
Two 


barrels of old tin cans were taken and 
unsoldered, and every peep-hole in the 
fence will be covered over. 
The first 


man who undertakes to whittle a new 
hole will be arrested on the spot. Two 
barrels of tar will be smeared on the 
outside of the fence. 
It will be soft 


and sticky all summer, and those who 
go up against it will have reason to re- 
member it 


The number of people who looked 


through peep holes last year is small 
compared with those who cheated the 
gate-keeper by taking up their poei- 


' tions on the high ground west of the 
park, where it was easy enough to look 
over the fence and get 9ven as good a 
view as those in the grand stand. One 
man who owns some . of this high 
ground went si) far as to baild u small 
grand stand. 
He made considerable 


money by selling seats at ten cents. 
Ho is even now making arrangements 
to increase its seating capacity for tho 
coming season. 
Mr. Timmouds will 


also put a Btop to this bneiuoss. 
He 


will build the fence so high ou that 
aide that it will shade the whole park, 
but what ho cuts off 
the outsiders' 


view. The man who is building the 
grand stand threatens to chop tho high 
fence down and Timmouds says he will 
land him in jail if he attempts any- 
thing of the soit. So the fight between 
those who want to see the spoit this 
summer but can't pay the price of ad- 
mission nml those who pat up hard 
money tD furnish the sport and expect 
cash returns in consequence, is ou in 
full force.

There was a bad freight wreck on 


the Norfolk & Western this morning 
about half-past five o'clock. The wreck 
occurred about a mile east of .Lncas- 
ville. 
A caboose was demolished, four 


cars badly wrecked and 
engine 
8 


smashed np considerably. 


Two easb-bonnd freights—extras 43 


and 8—were running about eight min- 
utes apart. 
Extra 43, with sixty or 


seventy 
empties, was in the lead. 


About a mile this side of Lucasville the 
train broke near the end and. the 
caboose and fonr oars started on the 
back track. In a few minutes extra 8 
came bowling along at about thirty 
miles an hour and crashed into the 
runaways. The caboose was completely 
demolished and the fonr empties badly 
smashed up. 
They will have to be re- 


built almost entirely. Engine 89 waa 
ditched and badly wrecked. 
Several 


oars in her train were derailed bat not 
damaged. 


Euignoer A. B. Lambert, of 89, was 


the only man hurt. 
He reversed his 


engine, and, with his fireman, W. S. 
Rauck, jumped. The latter escaped 
without injury, but Lambert'was not 
so 
fortunate. 
His back waa badly 


sprained aud he was generally bruised 
np. 
He was unable to uncouple the 


engine and a machinist was sent from 
the shops here to look after his work. 


The wrecking crew at the shops here 


was notified and proceeded to the scene 
of tho wreck immediately. 
They suc- 


ceeded in clearing the track by noon. 
The passenger trains, due here at 10:27 
and 10:55, were delayed at the wreck 
until that time. 


The wreck waa one of those unavoid- 


able accidents for which no oue ia re- 
sponsible The loss is comparatively 
light.
